On 11/9/63, the Initial meeti ng of the Industr ial 
Commission was held in th e apartment of I L Apt. 

I I NY, NY. This meeting began about 

10:15 a.m. and lasted until approximately 4:00 p.m. Those 
observed in attendance were:

TORMEY called this group to order and 
acted as Chairman of this meeting. 

TORMEY stated that this was the initial meeting and 
the formation of the new Industrial Commission and its membership 
would total either 18 or 19 members. The membership of this 
commission was selected from each caucus of an industrial 
Club and in some instances perhaps more than one member of 
this commission would represent an industrial Club or 
Caucus because of its size. 
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TORMEY stated that none of the members of this 
commission would be addressed by their last names and only- 
first names are to be utilized at future meetings of this 
commission. If at any time, according to TORMEY, a member 
of this commission should appear before some Industrial 
Club caucus, the members in attendance would be instructed 
that directives from this commission were made by the commission 
and no individual name would be given as the source of the 
directives coming from this commission. Also, TORMEY said 
no identity of any of the members of this commission would 
be made known to any person not entitled to receive this 
information. 

TORMEY stated that the Commission's work would 
consist of the forming of policy and directives to be taken 
to various caucuses of the Industrial Clubs and that these 
members of the various Industrial Clubs would follow these 
policies. 

TORMEY has reorganized the Industrial Clubs in 
the various industries and it was felt his- authority came from 
possibly BILL ALBERTSON although this was conjecture on the 
part of some of the members of this Commission. 

Voting took place at this meeting wherein JAMES 
TORMEY said it had been recommended that he, TORMEY, be 
elected Chairman and this position was unanimous during the. 
elections. IRVING LNU was elected Secretary of this Commission 
and AARON LNU v*as elected as Treasurer.

It was decided by those in 
attendance that many members of the Commission who were 
present as well as those excused from the initial meeting would 
prefer to meet on a Sunday and once a month. This recommendation 
was voted upon and all those in attendance agreed to hold 
the future meetings on Sunday and at the present time once 
a month. The time and place would be decided upon in the 
future concerning the meeting of December 8, 19o3, the members 
of this Industrial Commission would be notified in ample time, 
for them to prepare to participate in the meeting. 

In a conversation between TORMEY and MARTY LNU 
from Buffalo, it was stated that an individual from the 
Schnectady, NY area be brought in as a member of this Industrial; 
Commission, No mention of this individual's name nor his 
occupation were discussed between TORMEY and MARTY, however, 
'it was subsequently determined this individual is a; member 
of an Electrical Union in the Schnectady area. 

The organizational structure of this industrial 
Commission is as follows: At the monthly meetings of this 
Commission, policies to be followed by the individual 
Industrial Clubs will be formulated and each member of this 
Commission will attend and furnish a report to the various 
Caucuses of the Industrial Clubs will be notified about the 
policies of the Industrial Commission. Each Commission member 
will report at the various Caucuses and a Club member of one 
of the Industrial Clubs will transmit the information given by 
the Commission member to his or her respective Industrial 
Club.

He said the Republican and Democratic Parties both have 
opposing forces within themselves - such as G0LDWATER and 
ROCKEFELLER in the Republican Party 5 and the KENNEDYs versus 
the BARHETTs and EASTLANDs in the South. STACHEL felt 
that the time is not right for a third party. He said the 
"FREEDOM HOW" Party is doomed because the wrong people are 
behind it and they are not sincere. Also* the "FREEDOM 
NOW" Party is asking people to leave both the Republican 
and Democratic Parties to join its ranks, and people 
won't do this. STACHEL felt that Party members should not 
support the f !FREED0M NOW" Party* but should try to get people 
to move toward more "progressive" ideals <> 
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STACHEL reviewed gains made in 1963, citing the 
Negro demonstrations and the civil rights gains as proof • 
STACHEL agreed with resident JOHNSON'S, civil rights program, 
and STACHEL said his only hope is that JOHNSON will implement 
his program.

He said 
these people were secure only from each other, because the 
FBI knew where they were. He said the efforts by Party
